Franz 


Slgel died at his home In this city 
of old age. 
He was In his seventy- 


eighth year. 


Franz 
Slgel. 
soldier, .publisher, 


lecturer and politician, was born In 
Slnshelm. Baden. In 1S2I. 
He grad- 


uated from the military school at 
Carlsruhe In 1S-I3 and was In the army 
of Baden from ISM to \S4~. 
In the 


latter your he severely wounded his 
antagonist In n duel and resigned 
from the army for political reasons. 
In 1S4S and 1819 he was a leader In 
the'Baden revolution, and at that time 
and later had much military experi- 
ence In Europe. Ho came 
to 
the 


United States In isr.2. 
Until 1S5S he 


published a military magazine In Now 
York. 
For the next three years or 


until the war broke out, he was at 
the head of the St. Louis schools. 


He organized a regiment and bat- 


'tery at the opening of the war and 
was commissioned brigadier general. 
Ho participated In many battles. He 
edited the Baltimore Wecker from 
1SC5 to 1SCT. Removing to New York 
he was a candidate for secretary of 
state on the Republican ticket. 
He 


was appointed collector of Internal 
revenue In 1S71. He was elected reg- 
ister of the city of Now York for 
the term of 1S71 to 1S7-I. Later he 
lectured and edited papers. 


From IS7t; to ISOfi he alllllated with 


the Democratic party, but sided with 
McKlnley after tSflu. 
At the time of 


his death he was at the head of an 
advertising bureau and was the pub- 
lisher and jJltor of the New York 
Jlonthlv.

MARINE OFFICERS 


ARE REGRADED 


Will Rank According to Previous Ser- 


vice Seen Before Appoint- 


ment, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—(Spec- 


ial).—The navy department has made 
a decision which affects the rank of 
marine olllcers appointed from the 
civil life under the naval personnel 
act. Under that act the president was 
authorized to till vacancies In the ma- 
rine corps from civil life, and several 
groups of appointments were made, 
the largest lie Ing eighteen, on May 
2U, 1900. 


Rank Determined 
The appointees, after passing their 


examinations, were commissioned by 
numbers, and took rank according to 
their standing at the examinations. 
In thus ranking these olllcers the navy 
department followed the law and prac- 
tice In the case of cadets graduating 
from Annapolis; who rank according 
to standing. 


On Previous Service 


Recently one of the marine olllcors, 


Lieut. Arthur ,1. O'Leary, questioned 
the action of {he department. In view 
of section 1210!) of the revised statut- 
es, which provides that olllcers of the 
same grade, when appointed and com- 
missioned on the same date, shall taJ<e 
rank according to previous service,. 
Lieut. O'Leary himself, lllte the most 
of the other marine olllcers appointed 
from civil life, had seen service as a 
volunteer during the Spanish war, and 
he claimed the benefit of the statute. 
The department upon the recommen- 
dation of Acting Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral llanna, has sustained his con- 
tention. 
This ruling will Involve n 


re-adjustment of the rank of all ma- 
rine officers appointed from civil life 
since the Spanish war.

nounce the prosecution of

N. J., 


early this summer on the charge ot 
Inciting the striking silk dyers to riot. 
Both McQueen and Grossman spoke, 
and each was received with tumultu- 
ous applause. 


McQueen, In a pronounced cockney 


accent, denounced 
all government!;. 


He expressed regret that his "dear old 
friend, John Most," should have been 
sent to jail and compared his own 
case with Most's. 


"This," said ho, "Is a bum govern 


ment." 


McQueen declared the police started 


the Paterson riots. "An orderly pro- 
cession was organized to pass the 
houses of the non-union people who 
refused to strike and to Induce them 
to strike," he said. "When the poo- 
pie began to come out of the mills the 
police were sent for and that started 
the riots. The police ln'gan to fire, and 
I do not blame, but rather admire, the 
people who shot back at the police. 
Let the working people take guns and 
shoot down the dogs who shoot them."

Real Results of the Experiment Can 


Not Be Told Until Leaf 


Is Cured. 


"Tobacco raising would bo success- 


ful here, but I do not tlilnk that re- 
sults would be equal to those In Con- 
necticut, anil I do not think It would 
be safe to develop the Industry here 
at present. 
If etich an experiment 


should be tnkcn up In the state I 
think It would be wiser to begin In 
the lighter soils of Vernon county 
and northern Dane where better re- 
sults have been accomplished In out 
of door tobacco raising."

Congressman Cooper had made this 


trip to Janesvllle in order to gain a 
personal acquaintance with the shade 
growing system of tobacco 
raising, 


and had come at this time In order 
to meet with Prof. Whitney whom 
F. S. Dalnes had Induced to come west 
to look over the field with a view to 
Its further developments. 
Mr. Done' 


steel has been In charge of since July 
1 of the soil survey of this area of 
the state, and ..e has been assisted 
In his work by Mr. Fallyer. 
The 


two were particularly fitted to explain 
to the visiting gentlemen the pecul- 
iarities of the soil at various points, 
having carefully worked out a soil 
map of this Ustrlct. 


Went East Last Year. 


Last year Frank S. Balncs made a 


trip to Connecticut to look over the 
tobacco fields In that state where the 
experiment was first made of rats-

Plants Finely Developed. 


In the Balncs shed on the Schnell 


farm were found the nearest typi- 
cally developed plants from the Su- 
matra seed, the cultivation of which 
Is tne prime object of tne snade grow- 
ing method. 
The leaves attained 


the round form which marks the per- 
fect specimen but tne growth was not 
as heavy as that on the Heddles 
land, which by the way, was planted 
later than the other The plants tliere 
were inclined to be rather more rank, 
and the leaves less perfectly shap- 
ed. 
Prof. Wiiltney considered the 


tobacco here very good and saw no 
r ason why in time, Wisconsin might 
not excel In wrapper leaf as In binder 
tobacco. 


Lack Knowledge. 


It was with the purpose of gaining 


a more complete knowledge from ex- 
periment, and not with any certain- 
Ity of success the first season that 
Mr. Heddles and Mr. Balnes took up 
this first year's trial of shade grown 
tobacco. 
The difficulty that has aris- 


en Is that there 
are many points 


of technical knowledge that are lack- 
ed and it Is feared that a part of the 
crop may be weaker on this account. 


W. H. Cobey. an expert from Con- 


necticut, has been her* 1'or somu 
time past superintending the harvest- 
Ing of the crop but he will be unable 
to remain here long enough to over- 
see the entire process of curing and 
fermenting the loaf. 
For this reason 


Mr. Whitney urged Mr. Heddles that 
he send his crop to Connecticut to 
undergo these final processes. 
Mr. 


Heddles gave no final answer yestcr 
day but he stated that ho had do 
sired to try the experiment for him 
self. 
He considered his curing rooms 


Oriual to any In the countwy, and 
wished the personal experience hand 
ling this first crop. 
Mr. Whitney 


on the other hand was very anxious 
to have that part of the process lelt 
to the Connecticut experts, as it would 
give aim a very exact Index of the 
adaptability of this soil for tho pur- 
pose. 
Future Possibilities. 


If the Industry were to lie taken up 


more extensively in this region the 
government agricultural bureau would

Congressman Cooper Enthusiastic. 
Throughout the trip 
Congressman 


cooper was loud In his exclamations 
whilfh ^ '" the,bea»tlf»l appearance 
which the growing tohacco present- 
ed under cloth.

remark was that he knew very little 
ahotit tohacco growing but that as 
vegetation the plant under the cloth

red In the northeast section and caus- 
ed some liamago, but nothing of a 
serious nature.

SOUNDS WARNING 


DISASTER IS SURE TO FOLLOW 


When Business Is Centralized in the 


Hands of the Few He Fears That 
Financial Mistakes May Involve the 
Whole Country. 


New York, Aug. 22.—Russell 
Sage 


holds some positive views on the trust 
question, which are completely at va- 
riance with those held by J. Plerpont 
Morgan. America's leading exponent 
of the trust problem. 


Mr. Sage tools occasion 
to 
utter 


some emphatic statements concerning 
the progress of the combination Idea. 
These views, spoken by the aged finan- 
cier at the time Mr. Morgan began his 
first full business day after his Euro- 
pean trip, were taken by some finan- 
ciers as a note of warning that the 
trust problem Is being overdone. 


Not Opposed to All Trusts. 


"First, let me say that I am not 


antagonistic to Mr. Morgan;" Mr. Sage 
explained this evening. 
"He and I 


have been very friendly from a busi- 
ness standpoint for many years, but 
wo differ on the trust question. 
I 


have been misquoted and my views 
exaggerated when I was quoted as say- 
ing that combinations of all kinds are 
a menace to the government. That Is 
not right. I believe those which have 
been formed with the right Idea and 
on a sound basis will live, but the oth- 
ers will fall and die of their own poor 
construction. 
. ... 


Fears-Inflated Securities. 


"What I am afraid of Is the constant 


formation of Inflated securities which 
are disposed of to the American peo- 
ple with a good brand'on them. 


"Securities have 
been .made In 


great quantities and 
sold 
at 
high 


prices on the Idea that economies to 
be effected will give them the arbi- 
trary value which has been placed 
upon them. 
This theory will be ex- 


ploded later on. for there will always 
bo 
competition. 
When 
the 
crash 


comes It will be n national disaster. 
Everyone will .be more or less af- 
fected, and tho Industrial stagnation 
will be far greater than If half n 
dozen small concerns became bank- 
rupt. 
When a great 
big 
company 


goes under thousands will have to 
bear the loss. 


Few Should Not Control. 


"Another thing I fear Is the central- 


ization of big Industries In the hands 
of five or six men. 
The control of 


Industries of our country should be 
more widely distributed, but If tho 
trust Idea continues to progress at 
the same speed that It has done with- 
in the last year all the leading Indus- 
tries of the nation will be left In the 
control, as I said before, of half a doz- 
en men. 


"When half a dozen men direct tho 


business and financial policies of the 
great Industries there Is danger that 
they may make a mistake In judg- 
ment. 
It would bo different 
If a 


hundred or a thousand men controlled 
these Industries. 


Points Out Bad Combine. 


"If a part of them erred the rest 


might be affected, but they would be 
oble to stand It. If, however, a mis- 
take was made by this small group 
of powerful men then the whole na- 
tion would be plunged In financial 
loss and ruin. 


"Of course, some combinations are 


good things. I do not know any par- 
ticular Instance that I can cite which 
could Illustrate my Idea of what con- 
solidation Is good business, but I can 
give one that has been a bad. thing. 
That Is the copper combination."

LABOR CONDITIONS. 


Labor conditions In the Iron and' 


steel Industries of the United States, 
In contrast with the United King- 
uom and European countries gener- 
ally, arc discussed at great length by 
tbe commission 
appointed by the 


Urltlsh Iron Trade Association which 
recently visited tbe United 
States 


and thoroughly studied Us great Iron 
and steel manufacturing 
establish- 


ments. This commission consisted of 
Mr. J. S. Jeans, whose name Is al- 
ready known to the people of the 
United .States as an authority upon 
these subjects; Mr. Axel Sahlln, an 
expert 'In blast furnace work; 
Mr. 


Ebenezer Parkes, whose special stu- 
dy was sheet and bar mill practice; 
and Mr. Enoch James, who gave spec- 
ial attention to the; steel Industry; 
•while Mr. Jeans' special work was 
to report upon the general economic 
and 'Industrial conditions. 
The re- 


port * of this commission, according 
to some extracts which *. have reach- 


the men who stand behind them' What 
the American admires and honors Is 
the ability to do; that capacity In a 
man through his own sagacity, nerve, 
enterprise, and skill to create and em- 
ploy a fortune. 
Nobody Is above his 


work. 
Everybody works, and for 


the sake of work, and thus has been 
produced In America within a gener- 
ation an Industrial potentiality more 
wonderful and more to be feared than 
a.i the factories and machinery 
and 


•plants' 
that these 
workers 
have 


created. 
It conies to this then, that 


American labor Is not more efficient 
though It Is better paid, than ours; 
and that American manufacturing de- 
velopment Is due to the persistent, 
unresting Industry, which once charac- 
terized the Briton, but for which trade 
unionism and atnletlcs have given an 
apparently growing distaste. All the 
reporters, However, seem struck with 
the stremiousness of American life. 
The comparative.i absence of a leis- 
ured class Is not»d as onu of the 
prominent characteristics of the prin- 
cipal cities and Industrial centers of 
t.ie United States. 
In tho nvenues 


of Industry a man without a regu- 
lar business, or who Is not concerned 
In the development of some Industry 
Is as a fish out of water. 
Nowhere 


we are assured. Is the struggling youth 
more kindly encburaged, more gen- 
erously aided and more readily trust- 


C)l—than In America; and It Is pleas- 
ant to read of an esprit ilti corps 
among works managers which one 
would hardly expect to find In a land 
of such feverish competition." • 


SPOONER SOLID. 


Thus far fully fifty senatorial and 


assembly conventions have been held 
and as yet no district has come out 
llatfootcd for 
the state platform.

"The':workmen of American mills," 
says Mr. James In his snare of the 
report,' "are generally 
supposed to 


be working much harder than they 
do In this country, (England) but 
this Is- not my own view. After much 
conversation 
.with 
many 
men 


In 
various 
branches 
who 


liave been employed 
In 
similar 


Works in England, and some of them 
subject to my own control, the con- 
clusion that I have arrived at Is that 
the American workmen do not work 
as hard as the men In England. They 
have to be attentive In guiding opera- 
tions and quick In manipulating lev- 
ers and similarly easy work. 
They 


are also much more desirous of get- 
ting 
out large quantities 
than in 


England. 
They are better paid and 


more regular In their attendance at 
the works, loss of time through drink- 
ing habits or otherwise not being 
tolerated." 


Mr. Sahlln In his section of the 


report says that the American work- 
man generally aspires to the higher 
grades of labor, leaving the purely 
manual labor to the workmen from 
other countries. 
"Thus it is," he 


says, "that around American blast 
furnaces the American Is found In a 
very decided minority. 
He may be 


a foreman, a master mechanic, blast 
engineer, locomotive driver, or stove 
tender, but he will not work SI hours 
per week, shovelling ore or wheeling 
scrap. 
For these duties aro employ- 


ed In the South, the negroes, and 
at the Northern furnaces Immigrants, 
mostly Irish, Slaves, or Italians." On 
this question pi higher grade work 
and higher grade wages of American 
workmen, attention Is called to the 
fact tliat In certain 
works I'ollsh 


•and Hungarian laborers were receiv- 
ing $1 to $1.50 per day, while Ameri- 
can rollers working alongside of them 
were receiving on the average $12 
per week of eight 
hours 
The re- 


port quotes Mr. Carnegie as stating 
r-cently that t»e average wages of 
men In his employment at Homestead 
was $3 per day, or an average of IS" 
pounds sterling per annum, against 
an aveage of CS pounds sterling per 
annum as the earnings of Iron and 
steel workers In Lancashire and 7'J 
pounds sterling per annum receiv- 
ed by the steel rollers In 
South 


"Wales. 
On the question of cost of 


Mvliv:. Mr. Jeans declares, as the 
result of his Innnlrles, that "the av- 
erage American workman. In most of 
tne essentials of life, can live, mu- 
tatis mutandis, as cheaply as he can 
In the old country." 
„ 
"The Importance of human factor, 


says the London Statist In summariz- 
ing this report.
